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Extract  from  Cox’s  Magna  Britannia,  1738. 


“ Youle,  a small  village  about  12  miles  below  York,  situate  near 
the  place  where  the  Dun  empties  itself  into  the  Humber.  The  only 
thing  we  meet  with  remarkable  here  is  that  there  are  a set  of  men 
inhabiting  here,  called  Triers,  who  with  a long  piece  of  iron  search 
into  the  soft  and  boggy  ground  hereabouts  for  subterraneous  trees, 
and  get  a good  livelihood  by  it,  for  they  find  sometimes  trees  large 
enough  to  make  timber  for  building  houses,  which  they  say  are  more 
durable  than  oak  ; the  lesser  trees  they  split  in  laths,  or  cut  into 
chips,  and  being  tied  up  in  bundles  are  sent  to  the  market  towns 
several  miles  off  to  light  tobacco.  The  texture  of  the  wood  is  like 
fir,  easily  splitting,  and  if  burnt  sends  forth  the  same  resinous  smell, 
and  makes  the  same  sort  of  coal,  etc.  Here  is  the  noted  drain  called 
Youle  Dyke,  which  is  ten  miles  long.”

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consider- 
ion  my  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Goole  for  the  year  1908. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  36 '2  per  1000,  a considerable 
increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  16*7  per  1000  a slight  increase 
over  the  previous  year,  and  mainly  due  to  deaths  from  measles  and 
whooping  cough. 

The  death  rate  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  is  151  per 
1000  births.  This  rate  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  previous, 
year.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  in  the  West  Ward  is  76,  whereas 
the  rate  in  the  Central  Ward  is  275, 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  is  3 7 per  1000  also  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year. 

I wish  to  draw  special  attention  to  a scheme  which  I have  in 
view  in  order  to  try  to  rid  the  town  of  Diphtheria.  This  disease 
ha?  been  prevalent  since  1901,  and  in  spite  of  all  our  precautions 
and  measures  to  prevent  it,  still  continues  to  prevail.  We  have 
continued  our  plan  of  dealing  with  the  immediate  contacts,  and  this 
method  has  been  successful  up  to  a certain  point,  hut  there  is  still 
something  more  to  be  done.  We  know,  from  our  cases  in  hospital, 
that,  in  spite  of  treatment,  the  disease  germs  remain  in  the  throat  of 
convalescents  for  a considerable  period,  and  the  inference  is  deducible 
that  the  same  happens  in  the  case  of  “contact  carriers.’’  I have  come 
to  the  conclusion,  that  the  cause  of  the  spwoad  of  Diphtheria  is  due 
to  the  specific  germ  of  the  disease  remaining  in  the  throats  of  healthy 
individuals  who  have  been  in  contact  with  the  disease,  until  such  a 
time  happens  that  these  in  turn  come  in  contact  with  a susceptible 
person  who  contracts  the  disease  from  them,  I could  cite  numerous 
instances  of  this  being  so.  The  practical  bearing  of  this  opinion 
is,  that  in  order  to  get  rid  of  the  disease  all  the  children  in  the  town 
should  have  their  throats  bacteriologically  examined,  and  those 
showing  the  presence  of  the  germ  causing  the  disease  should  be 
isolated  and  undergo  appropriate  treatment,  until  their  throats  are 
free.  Obviously  this  is  a very  large  undertaking. 
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Seeing  that  for  the  past  two  months  all  our  cases  arose  amongst 
children  attending  two  particular  schools  in  the  town,  I asked  per- 
mission from  the  Council  to  open  the  Small-pox  Hospital  if  necessary, 
and  was  arranging  with  the  County  Authorities  to  have  the  throats 
of  the  children  attending  these  schools — amounting  to  about  1,500 — 
bacteriologically  examined,  when,  just  as  we  had  our  arrangements 
nearly  completed  a case  arose  in  another  school.  I immediately 
swabbed  42  children,  members  of  the  same  class  in  this  school,  and 
six  of  these  had  the  specific  disease  germs  in  their  throats,  and 
although  not  ill  themselves  were  capable  of  conveying  the  disease 
to  others.  These  children  were  sent  home  from  school  with  a note 
to  their  parents  explaining  the  circumstances,  and  advising  them 
to  consult  their  doctor. 

I hope  very  soon  however  to  put  the  larger  scheme  into  ex- 
ecution, and  I take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  obligations  to 
the  County  Authorities  for  their  courtesy  and  assistance,  and  also  to 
the  school  teachers,  vThom  I have  invariably  found  most  willing  to 
aid  my  efforts.

Thus,  in  seven  years,  our  population  has  increased  just  over 
2000  persons,  and  this  increase  has  been  mainly  in  those  over  five 
years  of  age. 
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The  increase  has  been  greatest  in  the  East  Ward,  whereas  the 
population  of  the  Central  Ward  has  actually  diminished.  The 
latter  circumstance  was  due  to  the  fact  that  houses  were  pulled  down 
in  this  Ward,  and  the  former  to  the  fact  that  building  operations 
were  very  active  in  the  East  Ward.  According  to  the  1901  Census 
there  were  875  houses  in  the  East  Ward  in  occupation,  compared 
with  1,078  in  1908,  whilst  in  the  Centr'd  Ward  in  1901  there  were 
428  houses  occupied  ; in  1900  there  were  only  360. 

The  next  largest  increase  was  in  the  North  Ward,  and  a slight 
increase  in  the  South  Ward,  alihough  a considerable  number  of 
houses  have  been  pulled  down  in  this  Ward  also.  The  West  Ward 
shows  only  a slight  increase. 

Judging  from  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house,  which 
is  exactly  the  same  figure  as  in  1901,  it  would  apoear  that  the 
changing  housing  conditions  had  balanced  themselves. 

Births • 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  673  giving  a birth-rate  of  36*2  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

Last  year  there  were  610  births,  with  a birth-rate  of  33  8,  and 
the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  598,  giving  a rate  of  35  3. 

Of  the  births  328  were  males  and  345  females.  Arranged 
according  to  Wards,  186  were  registered  in  the  South  Ward,  giving 
a birth-rate  of  43 T ; 69  in  the  Central  Ward,  giving  a rate  of  41*6  ; 
193  in  the  East  Ward,  giving  a rate  of  38’4  ; 147  in  the  North 
Ward,  giving  a rate  of  31T  ; and  78  in  the  West  Ward,  giving  a rate 
of  27. 

These  figures,  compared  with  previous  years,  show  a consider- 
able increase  in  the  East  and  South  Wards,  and  a continued  decrease 
in  the  West  Ward,  whilst  the  North  and  Central  Wards  show  little 
change,  but  looked  at  from  the  point  of  view  of  births  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  the  highest  birth-rates  occurred  in  the  South 
Ward,  Central  Ward,  and  East  Ward.  Then  comes  in  order  the 
North,  and  finally  the  very  low  rate  in  the  West  Ward. 

There  were  33  illegitimate  births,  just  under  five  per  cent.,  being 
one  less  than  last  year. 

Nineteen  still-born  children  were  buried  in  the  cemetery,  com- 
pared with  37  in  each  of  the  two  previous  years. 

The  average  birth-rate  for  the  142  smaller  towns  of  England  and 
Wales  during  1908  was  26 ’0  per  thousand.

The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
under  review  was  320,  giving  a death-rate  of  17*2  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

If  the  deaths  of  17  persons  not  belonging  to  the  town  (non- 
residents) be  deducted,  and  those  of  9 poisons  who  died  in  public 
institutions  outside  the  district  (residents)  be  added,  th.6  nett 
total  number  of  deaths  was  3 12,  giving  a nett  death- 
rate  of  16  7 per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  these  deaths  166  were  males  and  146  females.  Last  year  the 
death-rate  was  15 -8,  and  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  18*0. 

I have  thus  to  record  an  increased  death-rate  for  the  year,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record, 
but  which  is  on  the  same  level  as  that  attained  in  1905  and 
maintained  for  the  succeeding  years.  Previous  to  1905  the  death- 
rate  of  Goole  had  been  high.  The  record  for  these  years  is  as 
follows  1905.  16*7;  1906,  16  8;  1907,  15*8;  1908,  16*7.  The 
death-rate  for  four  years  prior  to  1905  was  : — 1901,  17  6 ; 1902,  18*8  ; 
1903,  17-5;  1904,  22*4.

One  great  benefit  to  be  derived  from  a knowledge  of  the  exact 
census  figures  is  illustrated  in  the  previous  paragraph,  in  which  we 
see  not  so  many  deaths  in  each  Ward,  but  the  deaths  arranged  as 
percentages  of  the  population  ; and  are  thereby  enabled  to  compare 
one  Ward  with  another,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Central  Ward  and  the 
West  Ward,  and  so  put  a proper  value  on  the  figures  obtained,  and 
where  we  find  a Ward  which  has  a high  death  rate,  try  to  discover 
the  cause  of  this  high  rate  with  a view  to  remedying  it. 

Thus,  whilst  we  remember  that  the  docks,  where  cases  of 
drowning  arise,  and  the  Cottage  Hospital  are  situated  in  the  Central 
Ward,  this  does  not  explain  the  abnormally  high  death-rate  in  this 
Ward,  which  becomes  still  more  apparent  when  we  come  to  consider 
its  equally  high  infantile  death-rate.  In  the  majority  of  instances 
we  have  been  able  to  assign  the  deaths  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and 
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the  cases  o drowning  in  the  docks,  to  their  proper  Ward.  Whilst 
this  has  not  been  so  in  the  case  of  the  workhouse,  which  is  situated 
in  the  North  Ward,  yet  the  death-rate  of  the  North  Ward,  with  the 
single  exception  of  the  West,  is  the  lowest.  Again  we  find  that  the 
abnormally  high  rate  of  28 ‘9  in  the  Central  Ward  compares  with  an 
exceptionally  low  rate  of  9 in  the  West  Ward. 

The  cause  of  the  high  death-rate  in  the  Central  Ward  will  be 
more  explicitly  referred  to  under  the  heading  of  infantile  mortality. 

Comparing  the  totals  of  1908  with  those  of  1907  it  will  be 
observed  that  there  was  an  increase  in  1908  in  the  deaths  from  the

So  that  measles  and  whooping  cough  more  than  account  for  the 
increased  number  of  deaths  in  1908  compared  with  1907.  These 
deaths,  nowever,  did  not  occur  in  the  Central  Ward,  but  in  the  South 
more  particularly,  and  in  the  East  and  North  Wards. 

The  total  r umber  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  ag© 
was  102,  compared  with  78  in  1907,  98  in  1906,  88  in  1905,  15.1 
in  1904,  and  an  average  of  102  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  the  age  of  five 
years  was  159,  or  50  per  cent  of  the  nett  total  deaths 
at  all  ages,  a truly  appalling  record,  and  one  requiring  much 
consideration.

In  every  year’s  report  in  which  this  figure  is  abnormal  the 
excess  is  due  to  the  same  causes,  i.  e. , one  or  ali  of  three  preventible 
but  non-notifiable  diseases — measles,  whooping  cough,  and  diarrhoea — 
and  in  1908  the  cause  was  measles  and  whooping  cough.  I can  see 
no  other  remedy  than  making  measles  and  whooping  cough  notifiable 
diseases.  The  objection  to  this  is  expense,  but  on  the  other  side  wTe 
see  the  prospect  of  lives  being  saved,  as  judged  by  our  record  under 
the  head  of  notifiable  diseases 
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Inquests. 

Twenty-six  inquests  were  held  during  the  year.  Of  these  deaths- 
10  were  due  to  natural  causes,  4 to  drowning,  3 to  burns,  3 to 
murders,  3 to  suicides,  1 to  accident,  1 to  misadventure,  and  1 to 
alcoholism.

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Local  Government  Board’s  Tables • 

In  the  five  tables  which  follow,  deaths  occurring  in  public 
institutions  are  allotted  to  the  different  Wards,  or  other  localities, 
according  to  the  addresses  of  the  deceased,  when  possible.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  deaths  of  “ non-residents”  are  excluded  from  certain 
calculations,  and  deaths  of  ‘'residents”  are  included.  The  Board 
defines  “non-residents”  as  persons  brought  into  the  district  on 
account  of  illness,  and  dying  there,  and  “residents  ” as  persons  who 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  illness,  and  have 
died  elsewhere. 

The  list  of  institutions  furnishing  such  returns  were  the  Hull 
Boyal  Infirmary,  the  Leeds  Infirmary,  and  the  York  Asylum,

And  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  98,  or  166  per  1,000  births. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  112  smaller  towns  of 
England  and  Wales  during  1908  was  121  per  1,000  births. 

Arranged  according  to  Wards  the  highest  rate  took  place  in  the 
Central  Ward,  where  the  figure  w7as  275,  compared  with  the  very 
low  figure  of  76  in  the  West  Ward. 

Infantile  mortality  rate  in  the  Central  .Ward,  275  ; North  Ward, 
170  ; South  Ward,  150  ; East  Ward,  121  ; West  Ward,  76. 

The  West  Ward  stands  out  alone  in  a very  prominent  position, 
and  if  we  accept  this  as  a criterion  of  what  can  be  done  in  Goole  the 
other  Wards  fall  very  far  short. 

A reference  to  Table  V.  gives  in  detail  the  causes  of  the  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

There  w7ere  16  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  compared  with  13  in  1907. 
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One  murder  and  one  over-lying. 

There  were  eight  deaths  in  illegitimate  children.  An  unpleasant 
feature  is  the  eight  deaths  from  syphilis,  due  to  disease  in  the 
parents.  The  measles  and  whooping  cough  deaths  took  place  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  when  these  diseases  were  epidemic.  The 
largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  months  of  August  and 
October,  and  were  caused  by  diarrhoea. 

The  deaths  in  the  Central  ard  were  due  to  tubercular  disease 

(1) ,  wasting  diseases  (3),  syphilis  (2),  diarrhoea  (2),  premature  birth 

(2) ,  whooping  cough,  improper  feeding,  pneumonia,  murder,  and 
suffocation.  Two  children  out  of  every  seven  born  in  the  Central 
Ward  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  twelve  months,  whereas  in  the 
West  Ward  only  two  out  of  every  26  infants  born  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  twelve  months. 
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The  North  Ward  has  the  next  highest  mortality,  i.e. , 2 deaths 
out  of  every  12.  Amongst  these  deaths  there  were  live  registered  as 
due  to  premature  birth,  5 as  due  to  improper  feeding,  3 from  tuber- 
cular disease,  2 measles,  1 whooping  cough,  1 syphilis,  and  no 
diarrhoea  deaths. 

In  the  South  Ward  there  were  2 deaths  out  of  14  births,  and 
amongst  these  were  7 from  diarrhoea,  4 registered  as  weakness,  2 
whooping  cough  1 measles,  1 murder,  1 premature  birth,  and  1 
tubercular  disease. 

Comparing  our  figures  with  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  the 
142  smaller  towns  of  England  and  Wales  we  find  the  latter  figure  to 
be  124. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  year  the  Council  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  District  Nursing  Association  whereby  the  services  of 
the  District  Nurse  might  be  available  for  the  visitation  of  infants  at 
their  homes,  and  that  this  was  stopped  by  the  action  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  refusing  to  sanction  the  grant  of  a small  annual 
subscription  to  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

In  connection  therewith  the  following  letter  was  received  : 

Local  Government  Board, 

Whitehall,  S.W., 

11th  August,  1908. 

Sir, 

I am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  state 
that  they  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  Annual  Report  for 
1907  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Goole  Urban  District 
Council,  a copy  of  which  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Board,  pursuant 
to  their  General  Order,  and  adverting  to  the  remarks  therein  on  the 
subject  of  infantile  mortality  in  the  Urban  District  I am  to  enquire 
whether  the  Council  have  considered  the  question  of  adopting  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  In  this  connection  I am  to  point 
out  that  it  is  competent  to  the  District  Council  either  to  appoint  a 
part-time  Assistant  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  whose  duties  could 
consist  in  the  visiting  of  cases  notified  under  the  Act,  or  that  if  they 
could  not  obtain  the  services  ot  a part-time  officer,  or  had  not 
sufficient  work  in  connection  with  these  duties  for  a whole  time 
•officer,  they  might  be  able  to  combine  with  a neighbouring  local 
.authority  for  this  purpose.

After  discussion  it  was  decided  that  no  action  be  taken.  Neither 
suggestion  is  practical  or  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  district.  It 
seems  strange  that  there  is  a “legal  authority”  for  the  Board  of 
Guardians  to  subscribe,  and  yet  none  for  the  Urban  Counoil. 
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A part-time  Inspector  in  Goole  is  an  impossibility  because  of 
the  difficulty  in  finding  a suitable  person  to  occupy  the  position, 
unless  at  considerable  expense,  and  there  is  no  neighbouring 
authority  within  reasonable  distance  with  whom  we  might  combine. 
Neither  suggestion  could  be  made  by  anyone  who  understands  the 
district.  Our  first  suggestion  seems  to  me  the  only  feasible  one,  and 
was  only  carried  alter  prolonged  discussion,  and  now  it  is  vetoed  by 
the  body  to  whom  we  looked  for  support.  I still  hope  the  Local 
Government  Board  will  reconsider  their  decision  and  accept  our 
proposition,  which  seems  to  me  the  only  really  practical  solution, 
and  that  at  a minimum  expense.  Such  an  important  matter  as  this 
would  not  establish  a precedent  as,  say,  the  matter  of  a grant  to  a 
school  treat  or  a football  club.

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  received  during 
•the  year  was  77,  exactly  the  same  number  as.  the  previous  year.

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From  26th  July  to  the  6th  September  there  were  no  notifications 
(received,  on  which  latter  date  a patient  was  notified  at  Stanley 
Street,  which  proved  to  be  the  beginning  ol  a series. 

On  the  23rd  September  the  next  patient  was  notified  from 
Burlington  Crescent,  at  the  top  of  Stanley  Street,  and  intercom- 
munication was  proved  between  this  and  the  Stanley  Street  case, 
after  which  the  cases  becnme  more  numerous,  and  communication 
was  easily  traced  both  at  home  and  at  school. 

On  the  25th  September  a second  case  was  notified  from  the 
Stanley  Street  house,  although  as  a contact  the  boy  gave  a negative 
bacteriological  return. 


On  27th  September  a notification  was  received  from  Carlisle 
Street.  This  child  was  in  the  same  class  at  school  as  the  Burlington 
Crescent  child,  and  was  actually  sent  home  ill  from  school.  Out  of 
11  contacts  swabbed  five  showed  the  presence  of  disease  germs  in 
their  throats,  indicating  that  they  were  potential  means  of  conveying 
the  disease  to  others. 

Then  we  had  a series  of  cases  due  to  school  infection.  One 
child  was  sent  home  by  the  school  medical  officer  as  suffering  from 
diphthsria.  As  the  epidemic  was  limited  to  a particular  school,  I 
asked  and  obtained  the  aid  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  a 
large  number  of  swabs  were  taken.  Right  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
■cases  kept  cropping  up,  but  we  were  always  able  to  keep  control  of 
the  disease. 


In  every  case  notified  efficient  isolation  was  insisted  upon,  al^ 
contacts  had  their  throats  swabbed,  and  those  showing  the  presence 
of  disease  germs  were  excluded  from  school  and  advised  to  consult 
their  medical  attendant.  Where  we  found  this  was  not  being  done 
they  were  afforded  the  privilege  of  attending  at  the  Sanatorium, 
where  the  matron  douched  their  throats,  and  they  were  not  allowed 
to  return  to  school  until  a negative  bacteriological  return  was 
obtained. 

On  many  occasions  the  schools  were  fumigated,  as  well  as  the 
houses  of  the  patients,  and  the  clothing,  &c. , reunoved  for 
•disinfection. 
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I obtained  permission  from  the  Council  that,  in  the  event  of 
finding  many  contact-carriers,  I might  open  the  small-pox  hospital 
and  have  them  removed  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  isolation  and  treat*, 
ment.  Up  to  the  present  this  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

It  still  seems  necessary  to  repeat  the  warning  that  the  fatal 
casss  are  due  to  want  of  early  treatment. 

There  were  six  deaths  from  the  disease,  or  7*8  per  cent,  of  the- 
patients  notified.

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Scarlet  Fever, 

62  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  with  one- 
death.  The  disease  was  epidemic  towards  the  close  of  1907,  and 
continued  during  January  of  the  year  under  review,  after  which  no 
further  trouble  was  experienced,  the  patients  numbering  only  three  or 
four  per  month. 

Epidemic  or  Summer  Diarrhoea, 

There  were  18  deaths  from  this  affection,  and  these  occurred 
mainly  during  the  months  of  August  and  October.  16  of  these  were 
in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

Measles, 

29  deaths  were  due  to  measles  during  1908,  and  these  deaths 
were  the  principal  cause  of  our  increased  death  rate.  No  death 
during  1907  was  registered  as  caused  by  measles. 

On  the  8th  January  I received  a list  from  the  School  Attendance 
Officer  of  25  cases  of  measles  in  children  attending  the  Old  Goole 
Board  Schools.  I immediately  visited  these  schools  and  ordered  the 
distribution  of  printed  precautions.  On  January  13th  I again  visited 
the  schools,  and  found  : 
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I.  —Infants’  Department. 

(a)  Number  on  books,  292. 

( b ) Number  present,  156. 

(c)  Absent  on  account  of  measles,  46. 

(d)  Eight  fresh  cases  that  morning,  and  four  suspicions 

cases  of  illnesss. 

II. —  Girls’  Department. 

(а)  Number  on  books,  319. 

(б)  Number  present,  230. 

(c)  Absent  on  account  of  measles,  26. 

(d)  Three  fresh  cases  that  morning, 

III.  — Boys’  Department. 

(a)  Number  on  books,  296.

(d)  Three  fresh  cases  that  morning. 

As  a result  of  this  evidence  I advised  closure  of  the  Infants’ 
Department,  which  was  effected  on  January  14th,  and  lasted  till  the 
3rd  February.  In  the  meantime  the  Department  had  been 
fumigated. 

With  the  re-opening  of  the  school  the  attendance  had  not 
improved,  and  as  the  epidemic  had  spread  to  the  Catholic  School, 
where  there  was  only  an  attendance  of  44  per  cent.,  and  the  Church 
School,  where  there  was  an  attendance  of  50  per  cent.,  I advised 
closure  of  the  Infants’  Department  of  all  three,  and  that  this  should 
remain  in  force  till  March  16th,  practically  six  weeks,  as  it  was 
found  that  the  shorter  period  (two  weeks)  was  useless. 

On  February  12th  I visited  Alexandra  Street  Infants’  Depart- 
ment, and  found  an  attendance  of  57  per  cent.  There  were  eight 
fresh  cases  that  morning. 

At  Boothferry  Road  Infants’  Department  there  was  an  attendance 
of  63  per  cent.,  two  fresh  cases  that  day,  and  56  absent  on  account 
of  measles. 

I advised  that  both  these  schools  should  also  have  the  Infants* 
Department  closed,  so  that  the  Infants’  Departments  of  all  the 
schools  in  the  town  were  closed  until  March  16th.  Flandbills  were 
freely  distributed,  and  all  the  schools  fumigated. 

We  had  a similar  experience  in  1904,  when  there  were  45 
deaths,  so  that  on  this  occasion  we  were  more  fortunate,  and 
probably  our  measures  for  its  arrest  were  more  successful. 

The  schools  were  re-opened  on  March  16th,  and  I made  a tour 
of  inspection  and  found  the  attendance  much  improved,  i.e.,  Booth- 
ferry  Road,  76  per  cent.  ; Church,  81  per  cent.  ; Catholic,  84  per 
cent.  ; Alexandra  Street,  79  per  cent.  ; and  Old  Goole,  80  per  cent.  ; 
evidence  that  the  epidemic  was  abating.  No  further  trouble  was 
experienced. 
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Whooping  Cough . 

Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  at  the  same  time  as  the  epidemic 
of  measles.  Four  deaths  were  registered  in  January,  and  three  in 
February  ; there  was  a total  of  12  deaths  during  the  year,  mainly  In 
the  South  Ward. 

Whilst  I believe  that  a six  weeks’  closure  is  a very  salutory 
measure  in  arresting  an  epidemic  of  measles,  Ido  not  think  it  is  of  much 
service  in  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough.  Whooping  cough  is  a 
disease  which  takes  a long  time  (comparatively)  to  develop,  and  the 
infectious  stage  lasts  long,  so  that  if  a school  be  closed  for  this 
disease  it  would  probably  require  six  months  instead  of  six  weeks 
before  the  infection  could  be  got  rid  of.  On  the  21st  October  my 
attention  was  directed  to  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  amongst 
the  infants  attending  the  Catholic  School,  on  which  date  34  children 
were  present  out  of  83.  In  this  case  I did  not  advise  closure.  In 
addition  to  the  reasons  already  given  whooping  cough  is  treated  in  a 
different  manner  from  measles,  and  the  fact  that  the  Catholic  School 
is  situated  at  the  extremity  of  the  town  the  children  attending  these 
schools  were  more  or  less  isolated  from  the  children  attending  the 
other  schools  in  the  town.  It  did  not  appear  to  me  that  any  advan- 
tage would  be  gained  by  closure  of  the  schools,  and  perhaps 
distributing  the  children  over  a larger  area.  As  a fact,  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  the  school  attendance  was  normal. 

According  to  a Parliamentary  report  during  the  year  1907,  the 
deaths  occurring  from  three  infectious  diseases  (measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  diarrhoea)  that  are  not  compulsorily  notifiable  weie 
30,249,  while  the  deaths  from  10  infectious  diseases  that  are 
compulsorily  notifiable  were  only  8,629. 

Cnteric  or  Typhoid  Fever . 

There  were  14  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified,  with  two  deaths. 

An  outbreak  of  enteric  occurred  at  Mount  Pleasant,  the  history 
of  which  is  as  follows  : On  the  11th  {September,  W.  G.,  aged  20 
years,  residing  at  Mount  Pleasant,  in  the  Urban  District,  was 
notified  as  suffering  from  enteric  fever.  He  is  a compositor  by  trade, 
but  worked  irregularly.  For  the  previous  few  months  he  had  gone 
in  for  athletics,  and  was  running  at  Lincoln  on  August  28th,  where 
he  got  wet  through,  since  when  he  had  been  more  or  less  unwell. 
He  lives  with  his  uncle  and  aunt,  who  remained  quite  well.  He 
:and  the  following  patients  reside  in  a block  containing  eight  cottages, 
•each  having  three  living  rooms  and  three  bedrooms.  They  have  a 
common  water  and  milk  supply,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  two 
houses  concerned  no  other  case  of  illness  arose.  The  water  is 
obtained  from  a well,  the  analysis  of  which  did  not  show  evidence  of 
sewage  contamination.  There  was  no  suspicion  attaching  to  the 
milk  supply,  as  all  the  other  houses — as  well  as  a similar  block 
opposite — -receive  their  milk  from  the  same  source,  and  no  illness 
existed  amongst  the  other  consumers.  The  drainage  consists  of 
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midden  privies  attached  to  each  house,  excepting  the  end  one,  which 
has  a water-closet,  and  drains  along  the  backs  of  the  houses 
through  stone  pipes,  for  a distance  of  about  300  yards,  into  the  open 
Hook  drain. 

We  have  no  previous  history  of  enteric  fever  in  these  houses. 

The  remaining  cases  may  be  taken  together,  as  they  occurred  in 
the  same  household — two  doors  away  from  the  previous  case,  and 
stated  not  to  be  particularly  intimate  with  each  other.  The  family 
consists  of  six  persons.  The  father  came  home  from  sea  about  six 
weeks  before,  “ run  down.”  He  saw  a doctor,  but  his  illness  was  a 
very  indefinite  one.  although  suspicious,  and  might  suggest  gastric 
catarrh.  At  the  time  of  the  outbreak  he  was  quite  well,  and  he  gave 
a negative  Widal  reaction. 

On  18th  September  two  notifications  were  received:  (1),  his 
wife,  aged  47,  and  (2)  their  son  E.,  aged  seven  years.  Following 
these,  on  the  19th,  the  remaining  members  of  the  family  were 
notified,  (3)  A.,  male,  aged  18;  (4)  G.,  male,  aged  20;  and  (5)  M., 
female,  aged  16. 

Mrs.  H. , with  her  husband,  were  away  at  Farsley  for  a week, 
and  returned  on  Sept.  5th.  Mrs.  H.  became  ill  on  the  7th,  and 
gradually  got  worse. 

E was  in  attendance  at  Alexanda  Street  School  until  11th  inst. 

M.  was  a dressmaker,  and  became  ill  on  the  2nd  inst 

G.  worked  at  the  shipyard,  and  A.  was  out  of  work  and  at  home. 
The  two  latter  had  been  ill  only  a day  or  two  before  being  notified. 

All  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  every 
precaution  taken  against  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

A special  report  was  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
also  to  tbe  County  Medical  Officer. 

Whilst  it  was  easy  to  account  for  the  spread  of  the  disease  in 
the  same  household,  it  was  difficult  to  account  for  the  origin  of  the 
outbreak,  and  I male  a request  of  Dr.  Kaye  to  assist  me.  The 
Surveyor  was  asked  to  have  the  drains  flushed,  and  the  Hook  drain 
cleaned  out  both  of  which  requests  were  attended  to.  The  landlord 
of  the  propers, y,  on  our  invitation,  converted  the  midden  privies  into 
pail  closets,  adopting  the  Army  pattern  pail,  cementing  the  inside 
of  tbe  closets  and  having  the  seats  made  to  lift  up,  an  obvious 
advantage 

Dr.  Robinson  came  over  from  the  County  Flail,  and  made  an 
investigation  on  tbe  spot.  Flis  report  is  as  follows  : 

SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSIONS  OF  REPORT  BY  DR.  ROBINSON 
ON  THE  OUTBREAK  OF  ENTERIC  FEVER  AT  GOOLE, 

SEPTEMBER,  1908. 

Prior  to  August,  Goole  had  been  free  from  Enteric  Fever  for  a 
'Considerable  period.  A butcher  (T.)  and  his  wife  were  notified 
during  August,  but  no  connection  is  traced  between  them  and  the 
G.  and  H.  households ; neither  family  obtained  meat  from  T. 
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The  dates  of  onset  of  the  earlier  cases  (A.  H.  August  30th, 
M.  H.  September  2nd,  W.  G-.  September  3rd)  point  to 
a common  source  of  infection.  Against  this  is  G.’s  visit  to  Lincoln 
on  August  28th,  two  cases  having  been  notified  in  Lincoln  during  the 
last  two  weeks  of  that  month.  He  was  only  there  a few  hours,  and 
apparently  took  but  little  refreshment. 

His  aunt  gives  the  date  of  onset  as  September  3rd,  i.e.,  six  day# 
later ; his  sister  gives  the  date  as  August  30tli.  Accepting  the 
Clinical  Society’s  incubation  period  as  “8  to  14  days,  sometimes  23," 
this  would  put  infection  at  Lincoln  out  of  court. 

Moreover,  as  rose  spots  and  some  diarrhoea  were  recorded  by  the 
medical  attendant  on  September  8th,  it  seems  probable  that  the  onset 
was  earlier  than  September  3rd.  I am  of  opinion  that  G.  was 
infected  before  his  visit  to  Lincoln. 

Of  possible  sources  of  infection  the  milk  supply  may  be 
exonerated.  The  cases  are  limited  to  two  houses,  while  at  least  five 
out  of  the  eight  houses  in  the  row  receive  the  same  milk  supply,  as 
also  the  row  adjacent.  Ice-cream  and  shell-fish  may  be  eliminated. 
Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  water,  which  is  common  to  all  the 
row,  being  obtained  from  a shallow  well  by  pump  in  Sugden’s  garden. 
It  has  several  privy  middens  within  no  great  distance.  Bacteriological 
examination  shows  that  although  the  total  number  of  organisms- 
present  exceeds  100  per  c.c.,  yet  the  general  result  does  not  suggest 
excretal  pollution.  Chemical  analysis  also  removes  suspicion  from  the 
wrater  supply. 

Considerable  suspicion  attaches  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  H.,  who 
came  ashore  with  headache,  anorexia  and  diarrhoea  some  three  weeks 
before  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak  under  consideration.  The 
Widal  test  applied  to  his  blood  gave  an  incomplete  reaction  in  1 in  20 
and  1 in  40  dilutions,  and  the  B.  Typhosus  was  absent  from  the  urine. 
It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  5 to  10  per  cent,  of  cases  of 
Enteric  are  stated  not  to  react  to  this  test,  and  recent  researches  at 
Kasauli  Institute  resulted  in  incomplete  reaction  in  15  per  cent,  of 
recent  convalescent  enterics  in  so  low  a dilution  as  1 in  10.  As  regards 
the  urine,  the  B.  Typhosus  is  only  present  in  about  30  per  cent,  of 
cases,  and  would  have  had  ample  time  to  disappear  by  September 
23rd.  It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  this  man  is  the  only  member  of  the 
H.  household  who  has  not  developed  Enteric  during  the  present 
outbreak.  The  evidence  obtained  is  certainly  inconclusive,  but  can 
hardly  be  regarded  as  unimportant. 

If  the  existence  of  infection  in  the  H.  household  be  granted, 
it  remains  to  be  shown  how  G.  became  infected.  Visiting  appears 
to  have  been  confined  to  the  women  of  the  two  families.  Newspaper# 
are  interchanged,  but  no  food,  except  that  G.  has  eaten  tomatoes 
grown  in  a glasshouse  in  H.’s  garden.  No  great  suspicion  can  be 
attached  to  this,  but  I would  point  out  as  worthy  of  attention  that 
II.  grows  celery  also,  to  which  he  applies  “ soapsuds,”  which  may 
mean  slop  water. 
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The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  backyards  is  good,  but 
the  existence  of  five  privy  middens  open  at  the  sides  renders 
conveyance  of  infection  by  flies  possible.  These  middens  are  now 
being  converted  into  box  privies,  and  the  ashpits  are  being  cemented. 

I am  of  opinion  that  the  Eenteric  cases  in  both  households  have  a 
common  origin,  and  that,  although  the  evidence  is  inconclusive, 
suspicion  attaches  to  Mr.  H.’s  illness.  As  is  not  infrequently  the 
case,  it  is  not  possible  to  put  one’s  finger  on  the  exact  mode  of  trans- 
mission, but  the  existence  of  privy  middens  makes  it  impossible  to 
ignore  the  agency  of  flies. 

Intercommunication  between  the  women  of  the  households  in 
*ome  degree  is  established  with,  of  course,  the  possibility  of  the 
interchange  of  household  articles. 


SAMPLE  OF  WATER  (WELL)  COLLECTED  AT  SUGDEN’S 
GARDEN  , MOUNT  PLEASANT,  GOOLE,  BY  DR.  F. 
ROBINSON,  ON  28th  SEPTEMBER,  1908. 

This  water  was  examined  by  cultures  on  plates  and  taurochalate 
broth  tubes  with  the  following  results  : — 

Agar  incubated  at  37  C.  for  48  hours. 

Average  of  3 plates — 8 per  c.c. 

Agar  incubated  at  20  C.  for  72  hours. 

Average  of  3 plates — 130  per  c.c. 

No  acid  or  gas  production  in  taurocholate  broth  tubes  with 
10  c.c.,  1 c.c.,  and  1-lOth  c.c.  of  water. 

Therefore  coliform  or  sewage  organisms  are  absent. 

The  water  is  thus  a good  one,  and  gives  no  evidences  of  sewage 
contamination.

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Ferro  ^Silicon  Poisoning • 

J.E.S.,  65,  Bridge  Street,  was  notified  as  suffering  from  enteric 
fever  on  October  28th.  His  symptoms  were  indefinite,  and  he  gave 
a negative  Widal  reaction. 

On  the  5th  November  I received  a letter  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  Rotherham,  stating  that  “ last  night  a canal  boat 
from  Goole  arrived  at  Tinsley,  and  within  a few  hours  of  arrival  all 
the  occupants,  an  old  man  and  old  woman  and  a child,  were  seized 
with  violent  pain,  vomiting,  and  diarrhoea.  The  child  died  in  a few 
hours.  Ptomaine  poisoning  was  diagnosed,  and  the  old  man  also 
-died.  They  state  that  a young  man  on  the  same  boat  was  seized 
with  similar  symptoms  at  Goole,  and  was  removed  to  the  Goole 
Hospital.  Perhaps  you  could  find  out  some  particulars  about  this 
case,  as  I have  not  been  able  to  trace  the  cause  of  illness.” 

A short  time  afterwards  the  appers  contained  accounts  of 
poisoning  from  fumes  of  ferro-silicon  at  Grimsby.  Talking  this  over 
with  one  of  our  captains,  he  told  me  that  his  ship  brought  over 
ferro-silicon,  I made  further  inquiries,  and  found  that  this 
particular  keel  had  on  board  31  casks  of  ferro-silicon.  The  pre- 
sumption is  pretty  clear  that  our  cases  were  also  cases  of  poisoning 
by  fumes  of  ferro-silicon.  This  was  further  confirmed  by  a letter  I 
received  from  Dr.  Kaye  on  the  subject.  I informed  him  of  the 
result  of  my  enquiries,  and  both  he  and  Dr.  Wetherhe,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  Rotherham,  expres-ed  the  same  opinion.  I 
understand  the  county  authorities  are  making  enquiries  regarding 
the  matter. 

Puerperal  Fever , 

Two  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified,  with  one  death. 
They  both  occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives,  and  in  the  case  of 
The  patient  who  died  the  midwite  evidently  did  not  recognise  the 
serious  character  of  her  patient’s  illness,  as  a doctor  wras  not  called 
in  until  the  day  before  she  died  As  the  county  authoiity  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  I reported 
the  latter  case  to  Dr.  Kaye.  The  other  patient  also  had  been  ill  for 
some  time  before  a doctor  was  called  in. 

There  would  appear  to  be  a defect  in  the  Act,  for  the  reason 
that  the  constituted  authority  does  not  appear  to  be  able  to  get 
information  early  enough  in  cases  of  this  disease  occurring  in  the 
practice  of  midwives  to  be  able  to  take  precautionary  measures.  A 
doctor  is  only  called  in  if  the  patient  be  very  ill  and  likely  to  die. 
He  is  compelled  by  law  to  notify  the  disease  to  us,  but  the  county 
authority  is  not  placed  in  the  same  position. 

Chicken  Pox . 

Chicken  pox  was  not  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  although 
one  death  took  place  from  the  disease,  that  of  a child,  upon  whom 
-an  inquest  was  held. 
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Tubercular  Diseases « 

There  were  18  deaths  from  pulmonary  consumption  and  18- 
from  other  tubercular  diseases,  making  a total  of  36  deaths  from 
tubercle,  and  giving  a death-rate  from  the  diseases  caused  by  tubercle 
of  1*9  in  1908,  compared  with  2 in  1907,  2T  in  1906,  1*6  in  1905, 
2*1  in  1904. 

The  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  alone,  or 
Consumption,  was  0.9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  1 
in  1907,  1 in  1906,  0*5  in  1905,  0'8  in  1904. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  tubercle  10  were  in  the  North  Ward, 
10  were  in  the  South  Ward,  7 were  in  the  East  Ward,  7 were  in  the 
Central  Ward,  and  2 were  in  the  West  Ward.  On  the  basis  of 
population,  being  a very  high  death-rate  in  the  Central  WTard  and  a 
very  low  one  in  the  West  Ward. 

The  Royal  Commissioners  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  relations 
of  human  and  animal  tuberculosis  have  issued  a third  interim  report, 
which  contains  the  following  : — 

“The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  milk  of  cows  clinically 
recognisable  as  tuberculous  confirms  the  opinion  we  expressed  in 
our  second  interim  report  that  the  milk  of  such  cows  must  be 
considered  dangerous  for  human  beings.  The  experiments  which 
we  have  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  infectiity  of  the  faeces  of 
tuberculous  cows  were  dictated  by  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  dirt  of 
various  kinds  from  cows  and  the  cowshed  is  almost  constantly 
present  in  milk  as  it  reaches  the  consumer.  Cows  suffering  from 
extensive  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  must  discharge  considerable 
numbers  of  bacilli  from  the  air  passages  in  the  act  of  coughing,  and 
some  of  the  bacilli  thus  expelled  may  fine  their  way  into  the  milk. 
But  our  experiments  indicate  that  the  excrement  of  cows  obviously 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  or  alimentary  canal  must  be 
regarded  as  much  more  dangerous  than  the  matter  discharged  from 
the  mouth  or  nostrils.  We  have  found  that  even  in  the  case  of  cows 
with  slight  tuberculous  lesions  tubercle  bacilli  in  small  numbers  are 
discharged  in  the  faeces,  while,  as  regards  cows  clinically  tuberculous, 
our  experiments  show  that  the  faeces  contain  large  numbers  of  living 
and  virulent  tubercle  bacilli.  The  presence  of  tuberculous  cows,  in 
company  with  healthy  cows  in  the  cowshed,  is  therefore  distinctly 
dangerous,  as  some  of  the  tnbercle  bacilli  which  escape  from  their 
bodies  in  the  excrement  are  almost  certain  to  find  their  way  into  the 
milk.” 

Cancer . 

There  were  9 deaths  from  cancer,  compared  with  13  in  1907,  14 
in  1906,  14  in  1905,  6 in  1904,  25  in  1903,  12  in  1902,  7 in  1901, 
and  6 in  1900.

Nouse  Accommodation, 

It  has  been  very  difficult  for  the  working  classes  during  the 
year  to  obtain  houses  at  all,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
there  are  signs  that  this  condition  of  things  is  righting  itself. 
Lately,  in  making  inspections,  I have  noticed  several  houses  empty, 
whereas  during  the  year  under  review  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  any  kind  of  houee  at  all. 

Certain  houses  which  had  been  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Council  and  had  been  condemned,  were  allowed  to  be  temporarily 
occupied  owing  to  the  dearth  of  houses.  I refer  more  particularly 
to  cottage  property  with  a rental  of  4/-  to  6/-  per  week. 

When  the  census  particulars  were  obtained,  it  was  found  that 
105  houses  contained  two  or  more  families,  15  in  the  East  Ward,  13 
in  the  West  Ward,  11  in  the  Central  Ward,  21  in  the  North  Ward, 
and  45  in  the  South  Ward. 
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In  regard  to  these  105  houses  an  independent  investigation  was 
made,  and  it  was  found  that,  in  reply  to  enquiries,  15  families 
required  houses,  and  85  did  not  require  houses.  In  46  cases  the 
families  were  related,  and  in  40  cases  the  families  have  resided 
together  for  one  year  or  longer.  Three  houses  could  not  be  traced. 

Taking  the  total  number  of  houses  and  the  total  number  of 
inhabitants,  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  works  out  at 
4 ‘6,  exactly  the  same  number  according  to  the  1901  official  census. 
Arranged  according  to  Wards  this  figure  is  4-7  in  the  North  Ward, 
4 *6  in  the  South  Ward,  4 -6  in  the  Central  Ward,  4*6  in  the  East 
Ward,  ana  4 -4  in  the  West  Ward. 

In  November  a conference  was  held  between  a full  meeting  of 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  chairman,  engineer,  and  secretary 
of  the  Aire  and  Calder  Navigation,  when  the  subject  was  fully 
discussed.  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  no  practical  issue  has  resulted, 
either  in  regard  to  the  Aire  and  Calder  Navigation  providing  cottage 
.property  or  the  Council  themselves,  on  the  Mason  Terrace  plot. 

There  has  been  a considerable  amount  of  new  property  built 
during  the  year,  but  rather  of  the  villa  type  and  better  working 
class  houses.  There  is  still  a dearth  of  houses  at  about  4s.  a week. 
The  lesson  to  be  learnt  by  the  Council  in  future  is  to  see  that  in  any 
new  bill  which  is  being  promoted  provision  is  made  for  the  erection 
of  new  houses  to  take  the  place  of  any  which  may  lie  displaced. 

Under  the  present  regime  our  department  is  not  con- 
sidered in  regard  to  plans  of  new  houses,  and  I am  given  to 
understand  that  plans  of  new  houses  cn  the  principle  of  the- 
Garden  City  have  been  rejected  because  they  show  no  back 
streets.  I venture  to  suggest  that  this  is  a retrograde  step,  and 
I have  consistently  advocated  the  abolition  of  back  streets 
in  our  less  frequented  thoroughfare.  One  of  the  points  I am  asked 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  report  upon  is  the  “ sufficiency 
of  open  spaces  about  houses  and  cleanliness  of  surroundings.”  In 
the  past  our  tirade  has  been  against  the  filthy  condition  of  back 
streets,  but  what  about  the  front  streets  also?  I am  informed  the 
Council  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  a new  set  of  bye-laws  for  new  streets  and  buildings.  No  action 
has  been  taken  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act, 
although  this  will  have  to  be  considered  if  during  the  coming  year 
working  class  houses  are  not  more  easily  obtained. 

In  an  inspection  I made  of  the  back  streets  already  made  I find 
that  those  made  with  tar  macadam  are  already  getting  broken  up 
and  should  be  repaired  at  once.  Compared  with  Back  Jackson 
Street  and  Back  Alexandra  Street,  which  are  done  with  Scoria  blocks, 
the  opinion  is  forced  upon  one  how  infinitely  superior  these  are.  and 
that  in  the  long  run  they  will  prove  the  cheapest. 

The  sites  in  Fifth  Avenue  have  been  sold  for  building  purposes, 
and  on  the  opposite  side  to  where  the  road  scrapings  have  been  tipped 
the  site  has  been  filled  up  with  soil  taken  from  the  site  of  the  new 
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dock.  This  example  might  be  followed  with  advantage  by  other- 
owners.  We  have  long  felt  that  pressure  should  be  brovght  to  bear 
on  the  owners  of  property  such  as  Wesley  Square,  Park  Ten-ace,  and 
Paradise  Place  to  make  the  surroundings  of  these  houses  more 
sanitary  by  properly  draining  and  paving  the  yards  and  fronts.  This 
can  be  accomplished  now  under  paragraph  22  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendments  Act,  1907,  and  I hope  the  Council  will  see  that  this^ 
work  is  done  during  the  coming  summer. 

M Ilk  Supply, 

Of  numerous  samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  year  only  one 
had  been  deprsved  of  a portion  of  its  natural  fat,  by  skimming 
or  similar  treatment.  Ft  contained  83*3  percent,  of  the  minimum 
proportion  of  fat  (that  is  3 per  cent.)  natural  to  genuine  new  milk,  as 
required  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  This  was  reported,  and  the 
milk  dealer  was  cautioned. 

We  have  had  no  special  complaint  to  make  in  regard  to  the 
condition  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops,  and  so  far  as  we  know 
no  tuberculous  milk  has  been  distributed. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage, 

Recognising  the  fact  that  the  sewers  of  the  town  had  reached 
their  utmost  capacity,  and  more  especially  in  view  of  the  active 
building  operations  which  are  going  on,  the  Council  called  in  Mr. 
E.  J.  Silcock  as  consulting  engineer  to  advise  them.  Several 
meetings  of  the  Council  were  held  at  which  Mr.  Silcock  was  present 
and  conferred  with  the  members.  His  report  was  very  comprehen- 
sive and  exhaustive,  in  which  inter  cilia  he  states  : — “ That  I made 
personal  examination  of  numbers  of  these  (existing)  sewers,  and  I 
found  that  in  many  instances  the  branch  sewers  were  in  very  bad 
condition.  They  are  laid  at  gradients  which  are  utterly  insufficient, 
and  there  is  a total  absence  of  ventilation,  which  is  a most  important 
consideration,  especially  when  dealing  with  sewers  which  are  tide- 
locked  as  these  are,  and  from  which  the  sewer  air  is  automatically 
expelled  twice  daily  by  tidal  action. 

“ I found  that  these  branch  sewers  were  in  such  a condition 
that  unless  constantly  and  regularly  flushed  they  could  not  be  kept 
open  at  all,  and  in  some  cf  them,  even  with  the  most  effective 
flushing,  large  deposits  of  solid  matter  still  remained,  and  the 
sectional  area  of  the  sewer  was  reduced  to  a very  considerable 
extent. 

“ Ventilation  of  the  sewers  has  been  in  the  past  effected  by 
surface  gratings  at  the  tops  of  manholes  and  lampeyes,  and  these 
gratings  haxe  been  systematically  closed,  so  that  at  the  present  time 
there  is  no  legitimate  outlet  for  the  sewer  air,  which  has  to  find  its 
way  out  by  untrapping  the  branch  drains  and  discharging  itself  into 
back  yards,  and  in  some  cases,  no  doubt,  within  the  four  walls  of  the

houses.-  I regard  the  condition  of  these  sewers  as  exceedingly 
unsanitary,  and  particularly  so  having  regard  to  the  history  of  the 
health  of  Goole,  so  far  as  zymotic  diseases  are  concerned. 

“ The  ventilation  of  sewers  is  a most  difficult  problem,  but  the 
chief  elements  to  be  kept  in  view  are  : First,  to  reduce  ,o  a minimum 
the  manufacture  of  )bjectionable  sewer  air,  and  secondly,  to  provide 
proper  means  of  escape  for  such  sewer  air  as  is  produced  without  a 
chance  of  it  escaping  into  the  houses  or  at  the  ground  level  in  the 
back  yards  and  back  streets,  in  which,  particularly  in  cottage  homes, 
the  children  are  allowed  to  play. 

“ In  order  to  reduce  the  production  of  objectionable  sewer  air 
it  is  essential  that  sewers  should  have  good  gradients  and  be  self- 
cleansing, which  means  the  absence  of  deposits  of  solid  matter  in  the 
sewers  and  manholes,  and  the  free  circulation  of  air  within  the  sewer 
itself. 

“The  abstraction  of  sewer  air  must  be  provided  for  by  ventila- 
tion shafts,  carried  well  above  the  ground  level  and  in  such  positions 
as  not  to  contaminate  the  air  which  may  find  its  way  into  the  houses. 

“In  order  to  effect  these  objects  iron  ventilation  columns  should 
be  carried  up  the  gable  ends  of  houses  in  suitable  positions,  and 
when  these  cannot  be  found  shafts  should  be  erected  like  street  lamp 
columns  along  the  kerb  line  of  the  street. 

“ The  ventilation  of  the  private  drains  should  be  effected  by 
•carrying  up  iron  ventilation  shafts  at  the  backs  of  the  houses,  the 
summits  of  the  shafts  being  fixed  well  away  from  all  windows. 

“ The  construction  of  branch  drains  usually  includes  an  inter- 
'Cepting  trap  upon  the  private  drain  at  a point  near  its  junciion  with 
the  public  sewer.  These  intercepting  traps  are  intended  to  prevent 
the  sewer  air  from  being  driven  into  the  house  drains. 

“Under  the  existing  conditions  in  Goole  these  trips  are 
ineffective,  because  as  already  pointed  out  there  are  no  legitimate 
points  of  relief  provided  in  the  sewer,  and  therefore  the  sewer  air  has 
to  be  driven  through  the  intercepting  traps. 

“ Apart,  however,  from  this  difficulty,  I must  confess  to 
regarding  the  intercepting  trap  with  a certain  amount  of  distrust,  and 
I am  of  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  take  steps  to  see  that  private 
drains  are  perfectly  water-tight  and  air-tight,  and  provided  with 
ventilation  shafts  in  proper  positions,  and  omit  the  intercepting  trap 
entirely,  rather  than  trust  to  the  trap  to  exclude  the  sewer  air.  If 
this  system  be  carried  out  free  circulation  of  air  is  provided,  not  only 
for  the  private  drains,  but  also  for  the  sewers  as  well,  and  by  the 
great  dilution  provided  the  possibility  of  nuisance  at  any  partic  Jar 
peint  is  greatly  diminished. 

“I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  utterly  out  of  the 
•question  for  further  extensions  to  take  place  without  pumoiug  ’’ 
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He  then  goes  on  to  advocate  for  Goole  the  well-known  “ Shone 
system  of  pneumatic  pumping  by  means  of  compressed  air,  and 
describes  the  system  of  sewers  proposed,  excluding  the  rain  water  as 
much  as  possible  by  laying  the  proposed  new  sewers  for  existing 
buildings  along  the  back  streets,  and  that  the  existing  sewers  in  all 
front  streets  he  left  where  they  are,  and  allowed  to  carry  the  surface 
water  into  the  present  system  of  sewers. 

“ Amongst  other  advantages  which  it  offers  may  be  named  the 
assistance  which  it  renders  to  ventilation  by  the  discharge  of  the 
compressed  air  after  it  has  done  its  work  through  the  sewers,  and  by 
enabling  the  sub-division  of  pumping  at  numerous  points,  the  depths 
and  sizes  of  the  sewers  can  be  kept  down  within  moderate  limits,  so 
avoiding  high  cost  of  sewers.” 

The  Council  have  accepted  Mr.  Silcock’s  scheme  in  its  entirety, 
and  instructed  their  Surveyor  to  carry  it  out. 

The  present  condition  of  the  urinals  of  the  town  is  most 
unsatisfactory,  both  as  regards  existing  ones  and  the  want  of  more. 
Might  I suggest  that  in  connection  either  with  the  Baths,  Market 
Hall,  or  hire  Station,  at  each  of  which  places  a caretaker  is  in 
attendance,  a public  convenience  be  erected  This  subject  has  been 
discussed  many  times,  but  with  no  practical  issue. 


Hospital  Report • 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1907  there  were  28  patients  in  hospital. 
123  were  admitted  during  the  year  1908,  making  a total  of  151 
patients  treated  during  the  year,  with  6 deaths,  one  from  scarlet 
fever,  four  from  diphtheria,  and  one  from  enteric  fever.

On  January  13th,  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  at  the 
Sanatorium,  we  were  compelled  to  cease  receiving  patients.  Gut  of 
a total  of  30  patients  six  developed  measles,  in  addition  to  one  of  the 
nurses.  On  their  recovery  all  the  wards  were  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  and  the  end  ward  colour-washed. 
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A site  on  Westfield  Bank  has  been  obtained  for  the  new  joint 
hospital,  and  the  contract  let.  The  buildings  are  now  in  course  of 
erection,  and  it  is  expected  will  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Water  Supply. 

An  excellent  water  supply  is  available  for  the  whole  town.  1^ 
is  supplied  by  public  service  from  a well  sunk  in  the  new  red  sand' 
stone  at  Pollington.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  the 
question  of  a storage  reservoir  or  a duplicate  main.  The  engineer 
informs  me  that  during  the  year  183,260,225  gallons  were  pumped, 
and  that  the  level  is  at  present  slightly  higher  than  it  was  twelve 
months  ago.  In  a recent  analysis  which  I made  the  amount  of 
hardness  was  10  degrees,  according  to  Clark’s  scale. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  such  a wholesome  and 
abundant  water  supply,  there  are  houses,  such  as  those  in  Mariners’ 
Street,  which  are  let  at  7s.  6d.  per  week,  that  have  to  depend  on  a 
well  sunk  in  the  yard  and  used  by  about  six  householders,  who  have 
to  carry  the  water  to  each  house.  This  water,  whilst  not  chemically 
impure,  does  not  compare  with  the  town’s  supply  as  regards  purity 
for  domestic  use.  On  the  other  hand,  40  houses  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Widop  Street  have  had  the  town’s  supply  laid  on  as 
the  result  of  our  representations  to  the  owners  of  the  property.  Also 
at  Mount  Pleasant  the  town’s  supply  is  being  connected. 

Schools. 

The  public  elementary  schools  of  the  town  are  under  a separate 
medical  officer,  appointed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  In 
the  case  of  our  town,  at  any  rate,  I am  quite  satisfied  that  this  work 
should  have  been  under  our  department,  and  would  have  been 
performed  as  effectiveiy  and  economically  by  a resident  in  the  town, 
and  probably  with  more  practical  ulility,  than  under  the  present 
arrangement.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  all  the  elementary 
schools  were  closed  for  six  weeks  on  account  of  measles.  No  closure 
has  been  asked  for  in  connexion  with  diphtheria  ; we  have  been 
satisfied  with  the  exclusion  of  “contacts,”  and  this  has  been  found 
sufficient.  Whooping  cough  was  epidemic  at  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schools,  but  closure  was  not  recommended. 

methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Disease. 

On  receipt  of  the  notification  of  a case  of  infectious  disease  the 
house  is  at  once  visited,  and  if  removal  by  the  medical  attendant  is 
requested  this  is  effected  promptly.  After  removal  of  the  patient 
and  the  infected  clothing,  etc.,  the  house  is  fumigated  by  the 
inspector.  In  regard  to  patients  suffering  from  diphtheria  all 
contacts  have  their  throats  swabbed,  and  the  contact  carriers  are 
followed  up.  They  are  advised  to  consult  their  doctor,  and  excluded 
from  school  until  a Negative  Bacteriological  Return  is  obtained.  The 
infected  clothing  is  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  sanatorium. 


On  observation  of  a death  from  tuberculosis  in  the  Weekly 
Returns  the  house  is  visited  and  the  bedroom  which  the  patient  had 
occupied  is  disinfected,  and  the  relations  advised  to  have  the  paper 
stripped  off.  There  is  no  system  of  notification  in  operation,  and  no 
provision  in  hospital  or  sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  consumption. 

Tuberculosis  Carcases. 

At  the  public  slaughter  honse  nine  beasts  showed  evidence  of 
the  early  stage  of  tuberculosis.  In  each  case  all  the  organs  were 
ordered  to  be  destroyed,  and  this  was  effected  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Inspector.  In  one  case  a beast  was  accidently  killed  on  the 
railway  and  about  16  stones  of  the  carcase  were  destroyed. 

Cemetery • 

Five  acres  of  land  have  been  drained,  etc.,  and  added  to  the 
grounds  of  the  Cemetery  for  future  extensions. 

Manure  Pits. 

A report  was  presented  on  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  various 
manure  pits  in  connexion  with  stables  in  the  town.  The  attention  of 
the  owners  was  directed  to  the  bye-laws  on  the  subject,  and  informed 
that  proceedings  would  be  taken  if  these  were  not  adhered  to.

Five  Boxes  of  Salted  Herrings  (about  8 stones),  several  Knotty 
Beast  Livers  and  other  Offals  have  been  destroyed.  I append  a 
Comparison  Table  of  Beasts,  Sheep,  Pigs  and  Calves  which  have  been 
slaughtered  during  the  year. 


NIGHTSOIL  SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  the  Nightsoil  Scavenging  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  each  contractor.  A very  large  quantity  has  been 
directly  carted  on  to  agricultural  land  and  ploughed  in. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  loads  of  nightsoil  for  the  year  is 
porbably  due  to  the  fact  of  many  housewives  depositing  ashes  on 
the  back  roads.  With  regard  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  loads 
of  lumbersome  refuse,  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  accounted  for  by 
the  scavengers  refusing  to  remove  garden  refuse  in  large  quantities.

The  number  of  registered  Cowsheds  within  the  Council’s  boundary 
are  5,  Three  of  these  are  built  of  brick,  with  tiled  or  slated  roofs, 
and  two  are  built  of  wood.  They  are  regularly  inspected  and  kept 
fairly  clean.  It  may  be  said  that  the  milkers  appear  to  be  much 
more  careful  and  cleanly  in  their  work,  and  pay  more  regard  to  a few 
words  of  advice  than  was  the  case  a few  years  back. 

FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  year  I have  purchased  five  samples  of  new  milk  from 
various  purveyors  in  the  streets,  and  forwarded  them  to  the  county 
analyst.  Four  of  these  were  genuine  and  one  of  suspicious  quality. 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY. 

During  the  year  eight  bodies  have  been  conveyed  to  the  mortuary. 
The  building  and  its  approaches  have  been  kept  clean  and  tidy. 

WATER  ANALYSIS. 

Several  samples  of  well  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis. 
Where  the  water  has  been  condemned  notices  have  been  served  on  the 
owners  to  provide  a wholesome  supply.  In  all  cases  notices  have  been 
complied  with. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  four  registered  common  lodging  houses  within  the 
Conucil’s  boundary,  one  in  the  East  Ward,  two  in  the  Central  Ward, 
and  one  in  the  South  Ward.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
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although  they  are  far  from  being  up-to-date  lodging  houses,  they  are 
kept  fairly  clean.  In  harvest  and  potato  season  most  of  our  common 
lodging  houses  are  much  overcrowded.  We  find  it  impossible  from  a 
humanist  point  to  turn  these  poor  fellows  into  the  streets.  Such  con- 
ditions as  these  proves  the  real  necessity  for  a good  up-to-date  common 
lodging  house  being  provided  for  the  town. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

These  shops  during  the  year  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and 
found  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition.
